Shooting Primer 


Should one be inquisitive about the 
sport of Bench Shooting, but doesn’t 
know how to start, he should read 
these instructions: 


The act of Bench Shooting consists 
of sitting at a bench with a rifle rest- 
ing on sand bags. The object of this 
position is to eliminate, as much as 
possible, the errors encountered in 
the process of holding and firing a 
rifle. Bench Shooting is a sport, com- 
petitive or individual. The personal 
satisfaction gained in the ability to 
place one bullet on top of another, 
thus making a one hole group at 100 
Yards and often at 200 Yards, has 
captivated an enthusiastic interest of 
many shooters for this kind of sport. 
It is particularly suited to both men 
and women who are not interested 
in indulging in the more vigorous or 
active sports. Therefore many Bench 
Shooters are of the older set. This 
does not mean, however, that it does 
not present a challenge to the young- 
er shooter; it will engage and tax his 
capabilities as well.

years 1949 and 1950. At that time a 
competitive program was introduced 
and has since been expanded. 


Once an individual has selected the 
most appealing Bench Class, it is very 
important that he attends some of the 
Matches. Here he will learn much 
by asking questions, observing the 
equipment and methods used for 
loading and shooting. Any Bench 
Shooter is more than anxious to help 
a newcomer. 


The equipment needed to partici- 
pate is available, for the most part, 
from PRECISION SHOOTING adver- 
tisers. It includes rifles, telescopes, 
rests, sand bags, loading tools, bullets, 
cleaning materials, powder, primers, 
etc. 


Lastly, if possible, get the advice 
of a person in the game before mak- 
ing purchases.

At Millerton . . 1970 


The seventh annual Sno-Ball 
League has passed into history, and 
the season of registered matches is 
virtually upon us. The winter leagues 
at Fassett and Millerton traditionally 
serve as a test place for the shooters 
to test equipment and theories; the 
big matches are no place to be ex- 
perimenting. 

This writer managed to make all 
eight of the matches at Millerton, and 
while there was more curious than 
an FBI agent at a communist con- 
spiracy. With the end of the season, 
the results can be reviewed for trends 
... and there are very few new ones. 

The .308’s were not exactly there 
in strength, but certainly more than 
previous years. However, only Char- 
lie Magnante managed to break into 
the top ten with a .308. Some of the 
matches took place in winds that 
were enough to blow the smaller 
shooters off their seats, and still... 
only one .308 in the top ten. 

The sleeved actions haven’t exact- 
ly taken over either. We had two in 
the top ten, Myles Hollister and John 
Hollister. That number is exactly 
matched by two more of the top ten 
who chose to shoot “unsophisticated” 
40X’s with Hart barrels, Ritchie Czar- 
kowski and Ken Viara. 

There was much speculation that 
the sleeved actions meant the demise 
of the custom actions, but Fran Vahle, 
John Kohler, Bob Wade and Bill Pur-

with Mal Barron and Charlie Mag- 
nante using Hart actions. All of these 
made the top ten for the season’s 
aggregate. 

The cartridge list of the top ten 
shows eight of the standard .222 fami- 
ly, one .308 as previously mentioned, 
and for awhile Myles Hollister chose 
to shoot his sporter class sleeved 
6x47. 

Custom bullets were in plentiful 
supply, but three of the top ten chose 
to use Sierras. There are, however, 
definitely more shooters rolling their 
own than in previous years. 

Scopes are going through a bit of 
a change from previous years at the 
League; there are several making in- 
roads on what used to be a Lyman 
monopoly. The Redfield 3200 in 20x 
and 24x, usually with a dot reticule, 
appeared in considerable numbers 
this time around. The new Unertl 
BV20 made its appearance and quite 
an impression on those who managed 
to sneak a look through it. There 
were likewise some of the Remington 
20 powers on the line, with a few 
each of the B&L 6x24, Unertl 1-1/2” 
and Unertl 2”. There were still a 
large number of Lymans in use, but 
not over 50%... in previous years 
80 to 85% used them. The trend in 
the scope world seems to be “minia- 
turization”, getting the weight down 
to the 20 ounce range. 

Front pedestal rests had the usual 
variety of Beechers, Wichitas, Harts, 
et al. Many chose to create and use 
their own wind flags this year, and 
with fifteen to twenty different wind 
flags all going in different directions, 
it was enough to discourage the most 
stouthearted. 

Rambling impressions at the eight 
matches . . . young John Hollister 
taking first place for the season in 
the “score” category, with a score of 
1960 out of a possible 2000, which 
means he had an average score for 
his best five matches of 392 out of a

Myles Hollister and his 
6x47 sporter red hot for some time; 
our fearless prediction is that Myles 
will win the IBS Nationals for sport- 
er class this year ... Bob Wade 
placing sixth for aggregate, and third 
for score, still a factor to be reckoned 
with .... Ritchie Czarkowski and 
Charlie Santarpia at the last match 
had to drive out of New Haven at 
the height of the disturbances there; 
good thing their firearms-loaded car 
wasn’t stopped at any roadblocks, or 
they surely would have been locked 
up as dangerous radicals ... genial 
Bob White spent so much time ex- 
plaining loading and shooting to 
newcomers that we half expected 
him to show up any time with a 
blackboard ... and finally to John 
Dewey, who never lost his cool, no 
matter what happened, and Mrs.

Column 


The Executive Committee of Inter- 
national Benchrest Shooters met in 
Syracuse, New York, April 11 with 
following actions taken: 

(1) The Emblem Committee was 
directed to design and obtain certifi- 
cates of Charter Membership. These 
certificates to be presented to charter 
members on the renewal date of their 
membership. 

(2) The Emblem Committee was 
directed to finalize the emblem for 
International Benchrest Shooters and 
to purchase 500 which would have 
the words “Charter Member” em- 
blazoned thereon and 500 without the 
Charter Member designation. The 
Committee was also directed to final- 
ize the Top Twenty patch and the 
World Championship patches and to 
order the necessary number of each. 

(3) The Emblem Committee was 
directed to have necessary cut made 
and to order 120 bolo ties for the 
World Championship matches. The 
Committee was also charged with 
obtaining necessary bowls, plaques, 
and keeper plaques for the World 
Championships. 

(4) It was agreed that the top tro- 
phies will be standardized, and made 
available to sponsors on a five-year 
basis. The sponsor to pay for the 
large trophy and 45 keepers, i.e. 9 
for each year for five years. 

(5) Robert Hart and Son, and Pre- 
cision Shooting offered to sponsor 
a World Championship trophy to- 
gether with the keeper trophy, and 
the offers were accepted. The re- 
maining World Championship tro- 
phies are available to acceptable 
sponsors. 

(6) It was voted that I.B.S. would 
supply the bowls for second and 
third places in the World Champion- 
ship matches. 

(7) It was moved and voted 
unanimously that it would be an es- 
tablished policy of I.B.S. that neither 
tournaments nor matches sponsored 
by commercial interests would be 
_ accepted. 
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(8) It was moved and voted that 
the first place trophy in any World 
Championship would be called “The 
President’s Trophy.” These trophies 
shall be sponsored by any person or 
organization acceptable to the Ex- 
ecutive Committee. 

(9) It was moved and voted that 
the President be assigned the duty of 
approving the referees, range officer, 
chief statistician, and chief scorer 
for all World Championships, and 
further that the President shall ap- 
prove the range and range facilities 
for Championship tournaments. 

(10) As the first lot of targets 
printed had been sold, it was voted 
to duplicate the first order. 


(11) It was moved and voted that 
both the Treasurer and the Secretary 
be empowered to withdraw funds 
from the I.B.S. bank account. 

(12) Following a lengthy dis- 
cussion, it was moved and voted to 
eliminate the 300-meter events, and 
to substitute 300-yard events in their 
place in the schedule of official 
courses of fire. 


An official 300-yard target will be 
developed three times larger than 
the official 100-yard target and will 
be printed. 

(13 It was moved and voted to 
design and print an official 200-yard 
Hunter class target. 


A discussion of ways and means 
of encouraging new clubs and indi- 
viduals to engage in the bench rest 
game ensued with the following re- 
sults: 


(1) It was moved and voted that 
a team of men experienced in the 
construction of ranges and benches, 
and in the operation of tournaments, 
be made available to offer advice 
and assistance to new clubs. The 
Captain of this team to be Mr. Robert 
Hart. 

(2) Mr. Wayne Huntington was 
engaged to make and produce blue- 
prints of bench plans, range layouts, 
moving backer targets, etc.

(3) Directions for operating 
matches, keeping records, scoring 
targets, etc., will be prepared. All of 
these prints, plans, and descriptions 
to be made available to anyone at 
nominal cost. 

The basic costs for these activi- 
ties to promote benchrest shooting 
worldwide to be derived from the 
monies voted to I.B.S. by the Eastern 
Region of NBRSA. 

(4) It was moved and voted to 
recommend that the Bylaws include 
a category of Junior Members and 
that this be presented at the annual 
meeting for confirmation. 


(5) It was moved and voted to 
have three “clinics” or panel dis- 
cussions at Johnstown, Fassett, and 
Council Cup ranges on the first eve- 
ning of the shoots, i.e. the evening 
of June 20th at Johnstown, the eve- 
ning of June 13th at Council Cup, 
and the evening of May 29th at Fas- 
sett. 

These are to be designed primarily 
for the new shooter; however, the 
veterans should benefit, too. It ‘will 
be in the form of question and 
answer panel with moderator. 


(6) It was moved and voted that 
5 new rule books be sent to each 
new club at no cost, but that the 
routine charge be $.50 per book with 
certain exceptions when they are 
used to promote bench rest shooting.

I have found that with my eye, and 
me, I can get more details out of my 
higher power target ’scopes by going 
another adjustment beyond the only 
two adjustments that all our manu- 
facturers of these instruments give 
us in their instruction sheets. Or, 
might I say, double check one of their 
suggested adjustments. 


They tell us to drape a couple 
thicknesses of a white handkerchief 
over the objective lens, or look out 
into infinity toward the sky and ad- 
just the eyepiece lens to where the

two crosshairs are free of halo, do 
not appear to be two of them, or to 
where they look distinct and jump 
out at you when you first look thru 
your ’scope. 

Then you are to adjust the ob- 
jective lens to where there is no 
parallax at the ranges you propose 
to shoot. Now, with parallax re- 
moved at 50 yards take a look at 
your target and note the finest print 
you can distinctly read on the target 
picture which is superimposed right 
at the intersection of the crosshairs. 
Just like a picture or some very fine 
detail lying at that position. Go back 
to your eyepiece and start adjusting 
it forward (count your turns) to see 
if you cannot pick up and read some 
print that is still finer than the first 
size. If you cannot do this by going 
forward try going rearward from the 
original setting. 

Seldom ever does your first eye- 
piece adjustment (before starting to 
remove the parallax) give you the

best definition. I prefer to make 
this test at 50 yards and on a cloudy 
day without mirage. I do not recall 
yet not being able to improve upon 
the original eyepiece adjustments by 
this test. On my twenty power 
*scopes this adjustment is critical to 
a plus-or-minus three fourths turn 
of the eyepiece. It is just like taking 
a magnifying glass and trying to read 
fine print or study minute detail— 
you keep moving the glass to and 
from the subject to get the best de- 
tail, or focus. 

This will not bother your original 
parallax adjustment for this is strict- 
ly a distance from your objective 
lens to your crosshairs, should never 
change (unless something comes 
loose, or moves in the makeup of the 
*scope), and is the same for everyone 
—the eyepiece is the only adjustment 
that is made to suit the individual so 
that he can properly see his image 
lying where the crosshairs are in the 
*scope.

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22 CAL. IN HUNTER CLASS? 


I would like to urge you and the 
other directors of IBS to permit the 
.22 caliber rifles to compete in the 
hunter class bench rest matches as 
Emmett Francis suggested in his 
letter published in the April issue of 
Precision Shooting. I feel that for 
bench rest shooting to gain in popu- 
larity we need to do more to pro- 
mote the hunter class and eliminat- 
ing the .22’s cuts down on many po- 
tential shooters. 


I realize that this class of bench 
rest shooting was started so that the 
average shooter could compete with 
his deer rifle but look where it has 
gone. My Hart barrelled Remington 
700 is certainly far different from 
the deer rifle I tote over the Penn- 
sylvania hillsides come the first of 
December each year. By permitting 
the .22 caliber rifles to compete many 
shooters will be able to shoot re- 
spectable scores with the outfit they 
use for chucking during the summer 
months, 


The weight limit of 10 pounds 
should be retained as well as the 6 
power scope limit and the magazine 
capacity. The smaller calibers defi- 
nitely permit a new shooter to de- 
velop better bench shooting form 
without developing the flinches as 
many do with the .308. In addition, 
the .22 calibers are cheaper to shoot 
and give longer barrel life. And 
those shooters who are faced with 
a tight budget and who just can’t 
swing a bench gun for use in 6 or 8 
matches a year might just be able to 
if the same gun could double as a 
varmint outfit. 


I seriously urge you and the other 
directors to consider this so that 
more shooters can actively compete 
in bench shooting.

PERHAPS POSTAL BR MATCHES 
WITH AUSTRALIA 


I received your letter of the 31st 
of March on my return from Mel- 
bourne, and am exceptionally pleased 
to know that we may at long last be 
able to arrange International Bench- 
rest matches on a postal basis under 
suitable supervision. This is precise- 
ly what I had in mind when I wrote 
to Dr. Garcelon on the 11th July 
1968, copy of which I sent to you on 
4/8/69. However, events since then 
in both our countries have moved in 
many and various directions, and al- 
though the purpose of my previous 
correspondence still remains the 
same, the methods of putting this 
purpose into practice must be re- 
evaluated, as the same set of circum- 
stances naturally no longer apply. 

As promised in my previous letter 
I shall give the details (as I know 
them) of what happened here in Aus- 
tralia during your match with Sport- 
ing Shooter Magazine. The most 
glaring error lay in the competitors 
out here being under the impression 
that they could shoot as many groups 
as they pleased, until they produced 
one which they considered good 
enough to submit as their entry. This 
is what competitors in Mr, Hunger- 
ford’s minuteman contest were al- 
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lowed to do; they were obliged to 
shoot in the presence of one witness 
or referee and no backing strips were 
required. Your shooters in Amercia 
it seems to me all shot on the same 
afternoon, in the presence of one 
another and only shot one group 
each; hardly what one could call fair 
competition. 


Towards the end of 1969 it seems 
that Mr. Hungerford sold the Sport- 
ing Shooter Magazine to another firm 
of printers. _ He is still editing it for 
them, but I have a feeling this ar- 
rangement will not be a lasting one. 
At our national conference of the 
Sporting Shooters Association of Aus- 
tralia (Nat.) held in Canberra on the 
14th and 15th of February 1970 a 
motion was passed, and I quote item 
38 from the minutes of that meeting. 


38. AFCO Publications Recent 

International Benchrest 
Competition: 
The Chairman advised that all 
States had received copies of 
correspondence on this subject 
so the facts were well known to 
all delegates. Mr. McGowan ad- 
dressed the meeting confirming 
that he had competed in this 
competition and confirmed the 
asumptions made by the Chair- 
man that the Australian team 
had won by unfair means. 


Mr. McGowan moved that any 
S.S.A.A, member who competes 
in any International or National 
Benchrest Competitions or 
Matches not authorized by the 
S.S.A.A. (Nat.) may have his or 
her nomination refused at any 
S.S.AA. State or National 
Championships. Motion second- 
ed by Mr. Meerman and carried. 


It was resolved that, for the 
moment, the Association would 


not object to S.S.A.A. members 
competing for Benchrest Awards 
and Trophies made available by 
other publications and members 
of the trade. Unquote. 

AFCO is the name of Mr. Hunger- 
ford’s printing firm and I was the 
Chairman of the meeting. 

Now to the very heart of the matter, 
i.e. arrangements for a Benchrest 
match between America, Canada and 
Australia during 1970. I shall await 
your suggestions on which classes 
we should compete in and a course 
of fire, while any date after the end 
of June should suit us. 

The main problem which you state 
in your letter of establishing “a 
worldwide rifle class and course of 
fire’ we should be able to tackle 
immediately after the first match, in 
a manner similar perhaps to that 
suggested in my previous letter to 
Dr. Garcelon. Anyway, I await your 
advice on this matter, and shall be 
more than pleased to hear your own 
suggestions and opinions. Mean- 
while good luck and good shooting.

BENCHREST CHAMPIONSHIPS 


The following are rules applicable 
to each of the Four Classes i.e. Sport- 
ing Rifle, Light Varmint Rifle, Heavy 
Varmint Rifle and Open Benchrest; 
of which the National and State 
Benchrest Championships are com- 
prised. 

SPORTING ‘RIFLE: 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 

Rifle together with Optical Sight, not 


to exceed 8% Ibs., Optical Sight not 
to exceed 6 power. Stock not to ex- 
ceed a width of 3 inches at any point. 
Flats, Guides and Rails not permissi- 
ble. Triggers to be part of the rifle 
and actuated by the finger. Rifle 
must comply with Range Safety 
Rules. 4 five-shot groups to be fired, 
2 at 100 yds. and 2 at 200 yds. 


LIGHT VARMINT RIFLE: 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 
Rifle together with Optical Sight, not 
to exceed 10% lbs. Optical Sight not 
to exceed 12 power. Stock not to ex- 
ceed a width of 3 inches at any point. 
Flats, Guides and Rails not permissi- 
ble. Triggers to be part of the rifle 
and actuated by the finger. Rifle 
must comply with Range Safety 
Rules, 4 five-shot groups to be fired, 
2 at 100 yds. and 2 at 200 yds. 
HEAVY VARMINT RIFLE: 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 
Rifle together with Optical Sight, not 
to exceed 14 lbs. Optical Sight power 
unrestricted. Stock not to exceed a 
width of 3 inches at any point. Flats, 
Guides and Rails not permissible. 
Triggers to be part of the rifle and 
actuated by the finger. Rifle must 
comply with Range Safety Rules. 4 
five-shot groups to be fired, 2 at 100 
yds. and 2 at 200 yds. 

OPEN BENCHREST: 

Any Calibre, any Sight, weight of 
Rifle unrestricted. Power of Optical 
Sight unrestricted. Triggers to be 
part of the Rifle and actuated by the 
finger; remote control triggers not 
permissible. Rifles, including trig- 
gers, must comply with Range Safety 
Rules. 4 ten-shot groups to be fired, 
2 at 100 yds. and 2 at 200 yds. 

Rule 1: 

Competitors may use more than 
one rifle in each class, provided the 
rifles comply with the specifications

Rule 2: 

Rifles eligible for the Sporting 
Rifle Class may also be entered in 
the Light Varmint Rifle, Heavy Var- 
mint Rifle and Open Benchrest class- 
es. Rifles eligible for the Light Var- 
mint Rifle class may be entered in 
the Heavy Varmint class and Open 
Benchrest class. Rifles eligible for 
the Heavy Varmint class may be en- 
tered in the Open Benchrest class. 


Rule 3: 

Weight of Rifles. Definition. To 
include Optical Sight, the weight of 
the Rifle would actually weigh when 
mounted on the benchrest ready to 
shoot unloaded. 

Rule 4: 

Where backing strips are not pro- 
vided on the range the provision of 
Backing Strips by individual com- 
petitors is encouraged to validate the 
number of shots in small “One Hole” 
groups, and groups where it is im- 
possible to count the number of shots 
fired. In all cases where backing 
strips are not being used, the Range 
Officer must be notified, so that a 
visual check, by using a_ spotting 
scope or standing behind a competi- 
tor and observing where his shots 
strike a mound, etc., will enable him 
to certify that the correct number of 
shots has passed through the target. 
The Range Officer is empowered to 
use any means he deems fit and eco- 
nomical to ensure validity. 

Rule 5: 

In the event of Cross Fires, that 
is one competitor firing on another 
competitor’s target, the Range Offi- 
cer may allow the target on which 
the crossfires have occurred, to be 
scored with the exclusion of the 
crossfires. The offending competitor 
must shoot his full complement of 
shots, the target will be scored and a 
penalty of 1/2 minute of angle added 
to produce a final score, e.g. Group 
size .750, add 1/2 m.o.a., Final Score 
1.250 at 100 yds. 1/2 m.o.a. for the 
purposes of this competition will be 
assumed to be 1/2 inch at 100 yds., 
1 inch at 200 yds., ete. 


Rule 6: 

Targets on which the full comple- 
ment of shots have not been fired 
will be disqualified. In the event 
that more than the required number 
of shots be fired on a target, pro- 
vided the extra shots are not cross- 
fires, the group measurement will 
include all the shots fired. Should 
a competitor’s target be disqualified, 


this will also disqualify him from 
the aggregate for that class; how- 
ever, his remaining targets will be 
accepted at the discretion of the 
Range Officer. 


Rule 7: 


One optional warm-up group in 
each class will be allowed at 100 
yds., before the competitor begins to 
shoot for score. The warm-up group 
not to count, but to be eligible for a 
single group record. 

Rule 8: 

Measuring: Aggregate scores will 
be reduced to Minutes of Angle. To 
find the aggregate at 100 yds., add 
both group scores and divide by 2. 
To find the aggregate at 200 yds., add 
both group scores and divide by 4. 
To find the aggregate of both 100 and 
200 yds. scores, take the 100 and 200 
yds. scores, reduce them to minutes 
of angle as above and divide the sum 
by 2.e.g.: 

100 yds.: .654 plus .580 divided by 
2. Total .617 m.o.a. 200 yds.: 1.56 
plus 1.253 divided by 4. Total: .703 
m.o.a. Aggregate over both ranges: 
.617 plus .703 divided by 2. Total: 
.660 m.o.a. 


Rule 9: 

Only financial members of the 
S.S.A.A. are eligible to compete in the 
Championships. 


Rule 10: 

The Championships will be con- 
ducted on S.S.A.A. Ranges only under 
the direct supervision of a S.S.A.A. 
Range Officer, who will be responsi- 
ble for the observance of these rules. 


Rule 11: 

Time Limit. To fire a group shall 
be 10 minutes for a five-shot group 
and 15 minutes for a ten-shot group. 


Rule 12: 

All groups to be fired from bench- 
es while seated on a stool or plank. 
Rifles must not be fixed to the rests, 
the rests must be separate to each 
other and neither allowed to be fixed 
to the bench. 


DEFINITIONS OF FLATS, 
GUIDES AND RAILS 


A Flat is any flat plate of either 
metal, wood or any other substance, 
which is either screwed, clamped, 
glued or otherwise affixed to the 
fore-end of the rifle stock, and is not 
an integral part of the fore-end or 
stock. It is designed to give increased 
stability on the front sandbag. The 
shaping of the actual stock itself at 
the fore-end to either a flat surface 
or a convex or concave contour is 
not forbidden, but it must not excede 
three inches in width. 
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Guides and Rails are usually two 
round steel rails let into the fore- 
end of the stock lengthwise with it, 
that slide, ride or run in vee-ways, 
grooves or guides in the front rest. 

Guides can take many other forms, 
such as a front rest of steel that is 
L shaped and which is tilted to one 
side and allows a square fore-end to 
rest on the bottom and side of the L 
and allows the rifle after recoil to be 
returned to its original point of aim. 
They can also be a V way in the 
front rest into which a ball or in- 
verted V piece affixed to the fore- 
end slides and allows the rifle to be 
returned to its original position after 
firing. The butt stock and back rest 
will have some similar device also 
and be adjustable for windage and 
elevation. The front rest usually has 
a stop, up to which the fore-end is 
returned after recoil. 

Any mechanical device (and they 
are many and varied) that allows 
the rifle to be returned to its position 
of original aim after firing without 
holding the rifle on aim can be classi- 
fied as Guides and Rails. Sandbags 
are not used with mechanical rests.

20, 1970 and the copy of your Bench- 
rest rules, 

snclosed is a copy of the new IBS 
rules. 

The obvious choice of rifles for an 
International Postal Match would be 
the Light Varmint. Our rules agree 
in all essential elements except scope 
power. 

The easiest match course to fire 
with the least in facilities would be 
our Hunter Class. This is a six bull 
target, 5 shots for score at 100 yards, 
one shot on each bull. No backers 
are required. 

The Australian Light Varmint 
Course would be the next choice, but 
moving backing targets would be re- 
quired. 

Enclosed are a few of our Hunter 
Class targets. What do you think? 
IBS could supply the targets in 
reasonable quantities. 

As you probably know the U.S. has 
many ranges with moving backers, 
so this is not a problem here. If 
your shooters would prefer group 
shooting, fine. 

To avoid misunderstandings it is 
suggested that an advanced firing 
date be picked and adhered to. All 
shooters to fire on the same day at 
the same place, as any team match 
would be fired. Top five of say 10 
or 20 competitors to count. Targets 
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would be exchanged as soon as they 
were fired. 


If you agree or have further sug- 
gestions let us know. —M.H.W.

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The 6 MM.250 and the 6 MM Int. are 
in the same accuracy class. I would 
prefer the 6 MM Int. for its ease of 
loading good straight ammunition. I 
would prefer the 6 MM.250 for the 
ease of making cases. 

Bullet seating depth in almost any 
cartridge is a function of the load 
being used. In general extremely 
slow powders shoot best with bullet 
seated to touch lands. The converse 
is not necessarily true, i.e., faster 
powders shoot best with bullets just 
missing the lands in the throat, al- 
though there are instances which 
would indicate that such a conclusion 
was not justified. The length of the 
cartridge neck does not seem to have 
a bearing on seating depth. 

If you are thinking the base of the 
bullet should be at the base of the 
neck, please try to forget this theory.

SO YOU WANT TO BECOME 
INVOLVED IN 
BENCH REST SHOOTING? 


Prospective bench rest shooters 
never seem to have quite enough 
information to get a good start at 
this game. 


The first question to ask yourself 
is, am I going to do this all alone or 
should I have a friend in the same 
boat to share the satisfactions and at 
times the frustrations? The whole 
thing will be much easier if you can 
locate someone not too far away who 
has at least the same experience you 
do in the shooting game. 

This may be an assumption we 
should disallow. Not everyone inter- 
ested in the game has previous shoot- 
ing experience. In any case you 
decide you want a sidekick to lean 
on or support, whichever is your 
temperament. If you have no better 
method, write to Precision Shooting 
for a list of subscribers in your lo- 
cality. 

Next is a decision on what class 
to start with. Let’s assume that you 
have no experience in rifle shooting 
or handloading. This decision may 
take some effort under these circum- 
stances, so let’s get at it. 


First order yourself a copy of Gun 
Digest, mainly for the addresses in 
the back pages, but also for the arti- 
cles on varmint hunting, handload- 
ing, bench rest shooting, telescopes, 
etc. by John Amber, the editor; War- 
ren Page, shooting editor of Field 
and Stream; Jack O’Conner of Out- 
door Life, and others. If you can’t 
get it locally write to The Gun Digest 
Co., 4540 W. Madison St., Chicago, 
Ill. 60624. The price listed on the 
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cover is $4.95. The next items to 
consider are handloading manuals. 
Lyman Gun Sight Corp., Middlefield, 
Conn. 06455; Hornady Mfg. Co., Box 
1848, Grand Island, Neb. 68801; and 
Speer Products Inc., Box 641, Lewis- 
ton, Idaho 83501 publish the most 
popular manuals, 

One little caution right now: never 
take a new load from a handbook 
and load in your rifle, if the recom- 
mended load is within 10% of the 
maximum, All unknown handloads 


should be worked up starting at least 
10% under maximum. When you 
read the manuals you should learn 
this as one of the first lessons. The 
loads listed are not infallible. In 
addition it is fairly obvious that some 
of the loads listed in these manuals 
were developed in extraordinary 
rifle barrels. Some are considerably 
heavier than the average rifle will 
stand and some maximum loads are 
lighter than the average rifle will 
shoot. —M.H.W. 


HOW NOT TO WIN

Seems like everyone writing wants 
to tell about some marvelous dis- 
covery that gets all the shots in one 
hole and no one seems to remember 
the old adage that we learn by our 
mistakes. So, not being proud and 
having a fairly thick skin I take the 
negative and offer some suggestions 
on HOW NOT TO WIN A MATCH. 


This spring I take my shooting 
irons out to Fassett’s (Pa.) shiny 
new range to show the boys how it 
is done. Got a heavy varmint and 
a sporter but, being on the guaran- 
teed low annual payroll, I got only 
one scope meeting the weight limit 
so I am swapping it between guns. 
Brother, believe me, that don’t work! 


First change of scope I misread 
the windage adjustment — not on 
target — never did find it—“disquali- 
fied.” Steel ain’t solid, it moves, and 
I went nuts chasing the zero all over 
the place until I drove the statis- 
ticians nuts by shooting all matches 
with the sporter. To complicate all 
this I didn’t check out the heavy 
smokestick after a long dry winter 
and got a nice three inch group in 
the first match as it walked all over 
the target. 

Then, to compound the confusion 
the sporter just barely stayed within 
the disqualifying lines. Friend Sey- 
mour had a bullet spinner and it 
showed that the bullets spun out at 
two thousandths (not tenths)! Need 
I say I won the booby spot. 

So, remembering the Boy Scout 
motto “Go Prepared” I robbed the 
baby’s bank and bought another 
scope. And what happened you 
wouldn’t believe when I went to 
Jerry Arnold’s second match! First, 
the new scope (not previously test- 
ed) shot a four inch group until I 
threw away the return spring. Next, 


cases began to stick because, being 
innocently inclined to believe all I 
am told, had listened to a character 
who opined that best accuracy came 
from loads that busted primers. So 
for the next match loaded a batch of 
new cases only to get on the line and 
find that they would not chamber. 
Friend Shilen loaned me his gun and 
in five fast shots I added insult to 
injury by beating him in that match. 


Next match, on account of gabbing 
while loading, I loaded magnum in- 
stead of regular .222 but fortunately 
had just five good loads but no sight- 
ers. Another lousy group! Next 
match I opine that these hot loads 
with ramrod extraction do not put 
me in a frame of mind suitable to 
shooting small groups so I cut the 
load. Unfortunately I got two hot 
loads in the block and on the way to 
the bench stumble and drop them. 
Fifteen loads —two bad — the odds 
look poor. Shoot one bad one on 
the sighter and the odds look better. 
First four record shots good and 
with eight left in the block the odds 
look good. Fifth, and I’m scragged 
again. Next match load carefully, 
get off four good ones and the fifth 
shell won’t chamber. Grain of ball 
powder on the bullet and when ex- 
tracted dumps a load of ball in the 
action. Brother, that’s real trouble! 
Borrow a gun for the last shot from a 
kind friend. Zero is an inch out and 
I got, although by this time it does 
not matter, another three incher! 


If you think my troubles are over 
you are wrong on account there is 
another match to go. Here I am, 
going pretty good, when friend Ar- 
nold, on the next bench, opines that 
someone has planted an extra shot 
on his target. The shot, being way 
out of my group, couldn’t be mine, 
so I look down the line and venture 
that, for the next ten benches, I can’t 
find an A No. 1 stinker who would 
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do a thing like that. Jerry, being a 
fine gentleman, did not scream. Get 
home and find my target for that 
match had just four holes! Did I? 
And did the target detail goof? 

Now such a sad tale must have a 
moral; in fact it has three:— 

1. Be prepared before you go to a 
match. 

2. Hope to learn from mistakes. 

3. This is a free country and it is 
my inalienable right to be stupid if 
I want to.

The wildlife scientist knows that 
the hunter and the harvest are not 
the danger. The real danger is en- 
vironmental destruction. Any time 
over-hunting becomes a danger, it is 
the hunter who demands a restriction 
in season or bag limit. The cold fact 
is that regulated harvest, coupled 
with other sound management prac- 
tices, is not detrimental to a wildlife 
population. The harvest merely re- 
places the loss to disease, parasites 
and other natural causes. It results 
in a healthier, more vigorous popu- 
lation. 

The single most important pro- 
tection needed to perpetuate our 
wildlife is the preservation of its 
habitat. And it is the hunter who 
deserves our thanks for acquiring 
80% of the habitat we have managed 
to save. 


He was the one insisting that the 
land be acquired for habitat needs. 
His license fees and special taxes 
on sporting equipment paid the bill. 
And there is no doubt at all that he 
will lead the fight to save more acres 
of habitat and to develop it — and in 
all likelihood save several wildlife 
species, hunted and non-hunted, from 
extinction. Hunters and fishermen 
have been the leaders in every con- 
servation crusade in this country. 
This is the American the anti-harvest 
crowd is portraying as the spoiler... 

The front ranks of the environ- 
mental movement are filled with 
hunters who are concerned with 
more important features of the en- 
vironmental campaign than bagging 
game. 

They are battling for clean rivers 
and clean air, supporting the creation 


of wilderness areas, counter-attack- 
ing the forest destroyers, testifying at 
congressional hearings to save wet- 
lands and estuaries, for new national 
park systems, for refuges for rare 
species and struggling against the 
pesticide overkill. 

Let’s make maximum use of the 
efforts of these experienced pioneers 
in our battle to save the environment.

A PRIMER ON 
BOLT GUN 
EQUIPMENT 


Of all the different rifle compe- 
titions, bolt action match rifle shoot- 
ing over the National Match Course 
is, surprisingly, the most enjoyable 
for me. Most of my training and 
competitive experience has been in 
international position shooting, but 
when I compete in that game, ’m 
competing only to win and that’s not 
always fun. If I am looking for a 
game that is both competitive and 
highly enjoyable, bolt gun shooting 
has to be the one. 


The high power rifle National 
Match Course is fired outdoors at 
ranges of 200, 300 and 600 yards. 
Either .30-06 or .308 cartridges may 
be used and the rifles can be M1 or 
M14 service rifles or manually oper- 
ated match rifles. At this point, I 
want to emphasize that I don’t think 
service rifle shooting should be con- 
fused with bolt gun shooting. Being 
lucky enough to get a good rifle is so 
important to service rifle shooters 
that rifle quality alone determines a 
large share of the results. The serv- 
ice rifle shooter is strictly at the 
mercy of his rifle, while the bolt- 
gunner can do something about his 
equipment problems. 


There is much that is appealing in 
bolt gun shooting. It is certainly a 
game that requires a high degree of 
shooting skill. Since the adoption of 
the new high power targets in 1967, 
it is no longer possible to turn in a 
sloppy performance and still get a 
possible. 

This game requires a variety of 
shooting skills. Prone, sitting and 
standing positions are fired. Rapid 
fire shooting, which requires skill in 
bolt manipulation and reloading, is 
done in both sitting and prone. Fre- 


quently, no sighters are allowed so 
the shooter must know his rifle and 
the effects of weather. Wind has a 
great effect on bullets at 300 and 600 
yards and skill at wind doping is 
absolutely essential. Since all shoot- 
ing is outdoors, the effects of weather 
including mirage, wind, light, tem- 
perature and humidity must be 
understood. To top it all off, there 
is always enough luck involved to 
keep the game interesting for every- 
one. Even the best shooter can make 
a bad guess on wind for a rapid fire 
string and very quickly fall out of 
the running. 

Not only is this a shooter’s game, 
but it is also a handloader’s game. 
There is no factory highpower- am- 
munition available that performs 
well enough to be used in this compe- 
tition, and if it were it would be far 
too expensive for most of us. The 
only way to keep the ammo cost 
within reach of the average shooter 
and to get the best performance out 
of a match rifle is to handload. Hand- 
loading for this competition requires 
the same precision as for bench rest 
shooting and the cartridges must be 
loaded before the day of the match 
and in much larger lots. 

For those who are interested, this 
can also get to be a gunsmith’s game. 
There are a number of bolt-gunners 
who do their own stock bedding, trig- 
ger and sometimes barrel work. But 
if you don’t count yourself among 
the ranks of skilled gunsmiths, there 
are a few men around who special- 
ize in building these rifles who can 
put the very best equipment in your 
hands. 

The basic course of fire for high 
power shooting is the National Match 
Course which consists of 10 shots 
slow fire standing at 200 yards, 10 
shots sitting rapid fire at 200 yards, 
10 shots prone rapid fire at 300 yards 
and 20 shots prone slow fire at 600 
yards. The slow fire time limit is 
one minute per shot and rapid fire

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time limits are 60 seconds for sitting 
and 70 seconds for prone. Slow fire 
shots must be loaded singly while 
rapid fire loading is done five shots 
at a time. 

Equipment for high power shoot- 
ing is probably less expensive than 
for either smallbore prone or po- 
sition. An expensive super match 
free rifle is neither necessary nor 
legal, and a telescope sight is not 
necessary since there is no any sight 
shooting as in smallbore. The basic 
piece of equipment is naturally the 
rifle. The bolt action is standard. 
The caliber must be either .308 or 
30-06. In recent years the .308 has 
begun to dominate because of its ex- 
cellent inherent accuracy and short- 
er bolt throw in rapid fire. There 
are two factory rifles available for 
this game and both are excellent. 
Remington makes the 40XB Center 
Fire in a repeater, and Winchester 
has their Model 70 Target. Both re- 
tail for around $225. 

Many of the bolt guns on the line 
will be custom, however. Old Model 
70 actions sell at a premium in any 
area where there are concentrations 
of bolt gun shooters because their 
smoothness makes them more suita- 
ble for rapid fire. Even among the 
custom rifles the M40X and M70 
actions are used almost exclusively. 
Heavy 24 and 26 inch barrels are the 
most popular, although 1969 National 
Champion Ted Fasy used a 31 inch 
barrel. Rifle weight will usually be 
around 11 pounds. 

Bolt gun stocks are always very 
conventional. Anything besides a 
standard pistol grip would be too 
slow in rapid fire. Most match rifle 
stocks do not even have a thumb rest 
or contour grip. A non-adjustable 
flat buttplate is generally preferred. 
The fully adjustable free-rifle hook 
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buttplate assemblies are not allowed. 
Contour cheekpieces do not work 
very well either because the location 
of the head changes in the different 
positions. Beavertail fore-ends give 
the shooter better control over cant 
variations which are critical at long 
range, Particularly in sitting, where 
the right hand should be positioned 
farther to the rear, a rail gives more 
flexibility in sling adjustment. Con- 
tour fore-end stops are commonly 
used, but the palm rest is illegal for 
this kind of shooting. 

The trigger must have a three 
pound pull. Most shooters use tuned 
up factory triggers on their M70 or 
M40X rifles, although good custom 
single-stage match triggers are avail- 
able. A trigger that can be easily 
adjusted is a big advantage. 

All bolt gun shooting is done with 
metallic sights. The most popular 
receiver sight is the Redfield Inter- 
national. The shooter must be able 
to read the sight settings on his sight 
very easily, since keeping a record of 
zero settings for the different ranges 
and positions is necessary. This sight 
permits easy reading of zero and has 
1/4 minute clicks which is ideal for 
bolt gun shooting. It is better to 
have a non-adjustable iris or disk 
on the rear sight, because there is 
always the possibility of accidentally 
bumping the iris and opening or clos- 
ing it during a rapid fire string. The 
bolt gun shooter should pick out 
three or four discs in sizes varying 
from .36” or .046”. 

Special front sights are required 
for this kind of shooting because of 
the necessity to quickly locate the 
correct target number during rapid 
fire. The inside of the front sight 
must be large enough to allow the 
shooter to see his target number 
which is located below his target. 
The front sight should not have a 
flange because that also restricts visi- 
bility. The post front sight insert is 
advantageous for shooting standing 
in the wind, but most shooters pre- 
fer to use apertures for all shooting. 
Particularly at 300 and 600 yards the 
black bull appears quite small and 
aiming is easier with an aperture. 
Some shooters change to a smaller 
aperture for long range, but most 
others pick out a compromise size 
and use it for all ranges to make sure 
there will be no zero changes when 
apertures are changed. The proper 
size will depend on the barrel length, 
but a good rule here is that it is 
better to have an aperture too large 
than too small. 

After looking at $400 price tags on 
small and big bore free rifles, it is 
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refreshing to see a shooting game 
where a standard rifle can be used 
without all kinds of special expensive 
accessories. I am convinced the 
simplicity of the bolt rifle and its 
more reasonable cost are factors that 
make this game appealing. 

The rest of the equipment required 
for high power shooting is relatively 
simple and not too expensive except 
for the spotting scope and jacket. A 
spotting scope is needed for check- 
ing mirage to dope wind during long 
range shooting and to see where the 
spotters are being placed at 300 and 
600 yords. A 20 power scope is ade- 
quate. It should be equipped with a 
light take-down stand that has suf- 
ficient extensions for standing po- 
sition. The heavy expensive leather 
jackets are very popular, but not 
absolutely necessary. Padded cloth 
coats costing one-fourth as much will 
do just as well. The jacket should 
not be so tight or stiff that it re- 
stricts movement in rapid fire. A 
mitten or glove prevents hand slip- 
page and increases comfort. Other 
items of minor but necessary equip- 
ment include a score book, sling, 
cleaning equipment, gun case, kit or 
stool, ear muffs, and five-round strip- 
per clips for rapid fire. 

The good high power shooter also 
has to be a good handloader, since 
accurate ammunition is important, 
especially for the 300 and 600 yard 
prone events. High power matches 
include 100 to 150 shots when team 
matches are also fired so large 
quantities of ammunition must be 
prepared for each match. Here brass 
selection must be done by some pro- 
cess other than firing, since select- 
ing 150 pieces of brass by shooting 
would seriously shorten barrel life. 
Some shooters simply use cases that 
are known to be uniform, while 
others weigh, check volume and con- 
trol neck diameters. It is best to de- 
velop one load for 200 and 300 yards 
and one for 600 yards. The 168 grain 
hollow-point match bullets are pre- 
ferred for short range shooting, but 
they do not perform well at 600 yards 
in wind. There the 190 grain match 
bullet is the most popular. 


It would be easy to get the im- 
pression that high power shooting 
would be prohibitively expensive to 
practice, but it is actually a shooting 
game where most of the training can 
be done at home at little cost. Most 
top bolt gunners get on the range 
only once a week and often only for 
matches. They do all the rest of 
their practice at home dry firing. 
Standing and rapid fire stances re- 
quire the most practice. Dry firing 


‘might try this one. 


standing is easy, but even rapid fire 
dry firing can be done with or with- 
out dummy ammunition. Timing and 
bolt manipulation are the important 
things to learn here. One of the 
most important stages of the match, 
the 600 yard event, can often be won 
or lost at home at the handloading 
bench. 


All of this adds up to a shooting 
event that can be highly appealing 
to anyone who enjoys shooting big 
bore rifles outdoors and who takes 
pride in being able to perform all of 
the different shooting and handload- 
ing skills well. If you are looking 
for a shooting competition that is 
both challenging and enjoyable, you 
(Sometime soon 
I hope to write an article about the 
techniques of shooting the bolt gun.)

OUTSIDE NECK TURNER, WITH

Three times in the past twenty 
years I have had the unhappy ex- 
perience of winding up a forty shot 
match with a frustrating score of 
399-39X! Never have been quite able 
to describe how it feels to see all 
those beautiful little tight groups and 
that one stranger out there in left 
field — until I ran across the follow- 
ing lines penned about 660 AD by 
one Ali Ben Abou Taleb, who by the 
way, was Mahomet’s Son-in-law: 

“Believe me, a thousands friends 

suffice thee not; 
In a single enemy thou hast more 
than enough.” 

When firing test groups for the se- 
lection of a lot of ammunition which 
works best in a particular gun, it is 
helpful to maintain an attitude of 
skepticism. No matter how pretty 
the groups may be in the main, if 
there is that odd one out there in the 
pasture we had better test further 
before selecting that lot. The show- 
off, one-hole, hog-eye groups don’t 
win matches for us—the odd flier 
out of the group, which we are too 
often tempted to attribute to a “bad 
hold”, loses them for us. 

Ever since the first Electric Bed- 
der was introduced several years 
ago, controversy has persisted as to 
whether the average smallbore bar- 
rel shoots better when bedded free- 
floating or with pressure applied by 
the fore-end of the stock. A quick 
and easy test may be made by in- 
serting two or three pieces of ammu- 
nition box cardboard between stock 
and barrel at the fore-end. If groups 
improve, some sort of bedding de- 
vice may then be installed. 

The only thing electric about the 
electric bedder is the method of de- 
termining contact between the 
screws of the bedder and the barrel. 
The indicating device may be a flash- 
lite lamp in series with a battery, 
the bedder and the barrel; when the 
bedder screw is brought into con- 
tact with the barrel, the circuit is 
completed and the lamp lights. If 
plastic tipped bedder screws are 
used, there can be no electrical con- 
tact, and we no longer have an “elec- 
tric’ bedder. In this case, contact 
may be detected with a thin feeler 
gauge, such as a cigarette paper, or 
it may be done by feel, placing the 
finger tips lightly against the barrel 
and bedder. After the barrel is con- 
tacted by the two bedder screws, 
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various degrees of pressure may be 
applied to the barrel, and when opti- 
mum grouping occurs, the amount of 
pressure may be noted, and this set- 
ting can then be repeated, regardless 
of stock warpage. To confirm my 
belief that most barrels do not bene- 
fit from some stabilizing pressure 
against the stock at the fore-end, I 
recently checked three good rifles by 
firing a series of ten shot 100 yard 
groups in the test tunnel, with three 
good lots of Eley ammunition. All 
firing was done in the normal prone 
position with no support other than 
the usual sling. The actual groups 
are reproduced herewith. 
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A study of the groups will disclose 
a lack of uniformity between the 
three barrels, but in the case of two 
of the barrels, a pronounced im- 
provement was noted when bedding 
pressure was applied. In the case of 
Serial #75613, the groups measure ap- 
proximately the same, but the shots 
were inclined to cluster more with 
barrel pressure. True, the margin of 
improvement is not great, but neither 
is the margin of victory in today’s 
competition. In the light of these 
tests, and countless other observa- 
tions over the years, I am of the 
opinion that it is indeed a rare small- 
bore barrel which will not respond 
favorably to some stabilizing 
pressure. The amount of pressure 
required is usually not critical. If 
upward pressure is applied, most 
barrels and stocks require enough to 
cause separation of approximately 
.303 to .045 inch at the tip of the 
fore-end.

There is dissent in the land. In 
some places that dissent has been 
manifested by acts of violence and 
terror. And once again there is evi- 
dence of an acute official disincli- 
nation to do things to evil people. 
I will risk a categorical and perhaps 
dogmatic conclusion on this point: 
We will never solve the problems of 
people until we deal realistically 
with people, not things — not inani- 
mate objects. 

The politician’s problem is that it 
requires a decisive act of courage to 
speak out and identify correctly the 
forces of evil and of evil men who 
are moving to destroy, if they can, 
our orderly, prosperous, democratic 
way of life, the benefits of which 
are more fairly distributed than in 
any other great society in history. 
Moreover, while they destroy, they 
offer in substitution only anarchy 
and, finally, totalitarianism. 

To cope with evil men righteous 
force is implied, supported by the 
instruments and by the design of 
righteous men. A philosophy has 
come to exist among us by which 
there is uncertainty among adher- 
ents as to what is right and what is 
wrong. And the instruments of pub- 
lic persuasion have somehow long 
convinced us that it is bad to see 
virtue in absolute terms. 

As a result of the consequent po- 
litical disposition to deal with things 
instead of people, proposals have 
now been made by Senator Dodd in 
his S. 3653, the Explosive Component 
Control Act, to amend the oppressive 
Gun Control Act of 1968 and to put

such restrictions upon gunpowder 
and primers as will eliminate center- 
fire precision marksmanship in 
America. Without handloading — and 
this is what is meant — benchrest 
shooting, all the precision shooting 
of the purists, will be gone. 

Bear in mind, oppressive controls 
still exist on .22 rim-fire ammunition 
under the Gun Control Act of 1968 
and as a consequence there has been, 
to date, a decline by more than one- 
third of the use of rim-fire ammu- 
nition in America. Our competitions 
reflect it. But there has been no 
decline in violence and crime. 

Many of us have not heretofore 
realized how fragile a thing is par- 
ticipation in the shooting sports in 
this country. Of course we have 
known before that in times of eco- 
nomic stress in the family, father’s 
participation in the shooting sports 
was perhaps the first to be written 
off, but we have never before been 
faced with the situation wherein 
some of the vast forces of govern- 
ment have, for seven or eight years, 
combined and conspired with a 
biased news media (perhaps a con- 
trolled news media but not controlled 
by us or the government) to convince 
the mothers and fathers of America 
that there is an essential relationship 
between the existence of firearms 
and the prevalence of crime. 

Firearms do not cause crime any 
more than policemen cause riots and 
building-burning though both, being 
present, are often accused of it by 
those who purposely or else unwit- 
tingly promote anarchy through 
their misguided efforts. 

I have dealt with this subject in 
previous articles in Precision Shoot- 
ing to which I would now refer you. 
We must understand as good citizens 
that the preservation of our kind of 
government and our kind of society 
depends upon the voters of America 
having in their possession a realistic 
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regard and understanding for the 
facts which bear upon our political, 
social and economic life and it 
is historically and _ statistically es- 
tablished that the existence of fire- 
arms has nothing to do with the 
prevalence of crime; that, instead, 
there are strong persuasions from 
place to place that the existence of 
firearms prevents more crime than 
is committed with them as accesso- 
ries to crime.

On March 25, 1970 the President of 
the United States said: 

“Recent months have brought an 
alarming increase in the number of 
criminal bombings in the cities of 
our country. In recent weeks, the 
situation has become particularly 
acute, as telephoned threats and actu- 
al bombings have sent fear through 
many American communities. 


“Schools and public buildings have 
had to be evacuated; considerable 
property has been destroyed; lives 
have been lost. Clearly, many of 
these bombings have been the work 
of political fanatics, many of them 
young criminals posturing as ro- 
mantic revolutionaries. They must 
be dealt with as the potential murder- 
ers they are. 


“Under existing law, the transport 
of explosives across State lines is, 
under some circumstances, a Federal 
crime. I am proposing an extensive 
strengthening and expansion of that 
law. In the proposals being sent to 
the Congress, it is asked that: 


“Anyone involved in the trans- 
port or receipt in commerce of 
explosives, intending their unlaw- 
ful use, be made subject to im- 
prisonment for 10 years or a fine 
of $10,000 or both. The current 
maximum penalty is a single year 
in prison or a thousand dollar 
fine or both. 


“The maximum penalty be 
doubled to 20 years in prison or 
a twenty thousand dollar fine or 
both if anyone is injured as the 
ultimate result of such transport 
of explosives. 

“Penalties for bomb threats be 
raised from 1 year in prison to 
a maximum of 5 years or five 
thousand dollars fine or both.

“Incendiary devices be included 
in the category of ‘explosives,’ 
bringing such devices under the 
anti-bombing provisions. 

—Use of explosives to damage or 
destroy any building, vehicle, or 
other property owned or leased to 
the Federal Government be made 
a Federal crime.

—Possession without written 
authorization, of any explosive in 
such a building be made a Federal 
crime. 

“__Use of explosives to damage or 
destroy any building or property 
used for business purposes by any 
person or firm engaged in inter- 
state commerce, or in any activity 
affecting such commerce, be made 
a Federal crime. 

“Possession of explosives with 
the intent to damage either Feder- 
al property or property used in 
its business by a person engaged 
in interstate commerce also be 
made a Federal crime. 

“The individual engaged in the 

transport or use of explosives in 

violation of these provisions be 
made subject to the death penalty 
if a fatality occurs. 


“Our purpose in bringing these 
crimes under Federal jurisdiction is 
not to displace State or local authori- 
ty. Federal investigatons and prose- 
cutions would begin only after the 
Attorney General had determined 
that intervention by the National 
Government is necessary in the pub- 
lic interest. Our purpose is rather 
to assist State and local governments 
in their efforts to combat the multi- 
plying number of acts of urban ter- 
ror. I am also asking that Law En- 
forcement Assistance Administration 
funds be specifically designated for 
special training programs for State 
and local law enforcement agencies 
to aid them in coping with this latest 
threat to the public safety and to the 
maintenance of a free and open so- 
ciety. 

“The anarchic and criminal ele- 
ments who perpetrate such acts de- 
serve no more patience or indul- 
gence. It is time to deal with them 
for what they are.” 


Sportsmen should observe here the 
clear enunciation by the President of 
the principle to which we are dedi- 
cated and that is that something must 
be done about evil men instead of 
things. The President’s statement, 
reasonably construed, has nothing in 
it to which sportsmen should object. 
We must bear in mind, however, that 
there will be those such as Senators 
Dodd, Kennedy and Tydings, who 


may try to take some related element 
and use it for further totalitarian re- 
straints upon sportsmen, 

Legislation has already been draft- 
ed which goes further than that in- 
tended, and sportsmen’s representa- 
tives, including the NRA, are already 
engaged in an effort to remove cover- 
age of smokeless powder and primers 
from the definition. 


The components used by sports- 
men do not constitute a menace with- 
in the factual situation as to what is 
going on in the country nor were 
they contemplated in the President’s 
statement of March 25. 

Those who wish to clarify their 
understanding of the burning and 
explosive properties of components 
should read the works of Major 
General Julian Hatcher which have 
been printed in past issues of The 
American Rifleman, and are now 
available in reprint from the Nation- 
al Rifle Association, 1600 Rhode 
Island Avenue, N.W., Washington, 
D.C. 20036. 

Having a clear understanding of 
the facts, sportsmen should get in 
touch with their Senators and Con- 
gressmen to let them know briefly, 
moderately and reasonably, the facts 
and their position. This is election 
year. This month two of our major 
known opponents have already been 
eliminated from the political scene: 
John Glenn of Ohio and Senator 
Ralph Yarborough of Texas. The 
millions of sportsmen in America 
cannot lose if they will stay together. 
If there be any doubt the general 
elections in November, 1970 must 
dispel them. 

Watch these bills. Watch them 
closely. Not only eternal vigilance, 
but the courage and the willingness 
to act, is the price of liberty!

Yet, because of another Don 
Duncan innovation, competitors at 
least knew that they got every point 
that they had coming. How many 
times have you felt that you should 
have gotten a close one yet were 
reluctant to put up a dollar to chal- 
lenge because “it wouldn’t make any 
difference anyway”? Under the 
Target-Check system, competitors 
merely filled out a form to have Don, 
as Executive Officer, check a par-

ticular shot — at no charge. Any not 
satisfied still had the prerogative of 
challenging. The system worked 
beautifully and the privilege was not 
abused. The first requisite for a 
good tournament is that shooters be 
happy with the scoring. 

There is something psychological 
about going clean at 50-yds, particu- 
larly when it is the last match of a 
rough day. That is how Vartanian 
felt — “Lovable George”, that is — 
as his 400-31X topped possibles by 
Beede, Hill, Jim Seaberry, Knowles, 
and Victor Wandmayer. 

Despite advice that his standard 
Anschutz was too light, that he 
“ought to shoot a heavier barrel’, 
Allan Knowles stayed with it (as an 
iron-sight rifle). Placing in each of 
the metallic matches, his consistency 
paid off in gold (figuratively) with 
a 1594-99X and the Metallic Aggre- 
gate... . Always a potent contender, 
Jim Hill, 1960 Olympic silver medal- 
ist, could have used one more point 
very nicely as his 1593-103X was 
second best... . Douge Beede — who 
rose to fame two years ago when he 
became Western Nationals champion 
on the strength of a 1600 with irons 
—placed third with 1590-103X. .. . 
George J. Stidworthy, Jr., whose 
irons are improving all the time, had 
1588-96X. .. . Robert H. Adler, scor- 
ing 1587-96X, shot well for one re- 
cuperating from a heart attack... . 
Russell VanDevender, Jr., whose 
1586-77X was good for 5th Master, 
had to bear down to stay ahead of 
his 16-year-old son, James. With 
Gailyn and Mark entered as junior 
marksmen, there were 4 VanDeven- 
ders on the line.

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Victor Wandmayer and Doug 
Beede, San Francisco Bay area team- 
mates, declared, “We’ve been saving 
ourselves for the team match.” After 
that, they had to win the 2-man 100- 
yd any... or roll up their tents. 
with Beede’s 399-31X and Wand- 
mayer’s 398-21X, their 797-52X was 


good enough, the way conditions 
were. ... Vartanian coached Allan 


Knowles to a 400-27X as their 796- 
47X took the 1st Master awards away 
from a 795-55X by Marine reservists 
Hinkle and Don Wood. 

It was a costly venture for Var- 
tanian who was primed to have his 
picture taken with the 1600 shooters. 
He changed rifles the next day for 
the scope matches and, in the process 
of sighting in his scope, experienced 
such difficulty spotting his shots that 
he took correction for the wrong 
one, then discovered several sighters 
below the safety zone. “Lovable 
George” was anything but... at 
that point. Seems he forgot his lucky 
sun bonnet... . But, his former rifle 
came through, anyway. 

Allan Knowles, shooting the 37 
which he bought from Vartanian, 
was right in there for a 400-39 De- 
war win, as Beede, Stidworthy, and 
Bob Bjorklund trailed with 38X possi- 


bles. . . . George Stidworthy had a 
beautiful 400-39X at 100-yds, while 
George Vartanian poured some of 
his wrath (over a 341) into a 400- 
38X.... Jim Hinkle, Bjorklund, Auer, 
and Cliff Pierson followed with 
36X’s. .. . In decided contrast to the 
windy Saturday, there was little 
readable activity during these two 
matches, and a number of unfortu- 
nate souls were caught with low 
shots from a sneaky kind of down- 
draft. . . . There was nothing dull 
about the 50-meter. Lively winds 
were cavorting and changes, swift. 

Prevented by an ROTC drill at 
UCLA from competing in Saturday’s 
matches, Bob Bjorklund was work- 
ing toward a new Junior record for 
the 1600 any sight aggregate. After 
Bob’s superb 3200-261X Western 
Wildcats Any Sight Championship 
and Junior Record, there were no 
flaws in his confidence. He was 
using the same De Simone scope, but 
when the action on his Atkinson- 
BSA failed to open, he substituted 
his Anschutz, which action Bob con- 
siders to be slower. He lost only 
6X’s with it in the first 2 matches, but 
with such rapid switches in the 
meter, it cost him a point.
